Mrs. 
M. J. Heller Declares 


That III Health Drove 


Her to Suicide 


Clad only In her richly trimmed un- 


dergarments, the body of Mrs. M. J. 
Heller, wife of a prominent San Fran- 
cisco clothier, was discovered in a room 
at the Hotel Metropole yesterday after- 
noon by her frantic husband, who after 
a search lasting several hours, traced 
the woman to this side of the bay. Death 
was due to suffocation from the fumes 
of an open gas Jet. 
According to Heller he left his wife, 


who has been ill for several months, at 
their apartments at the Fairmont Hotel 
across the bay shortly before noon. Re- 
turning about 2 o'clock he became alarm- 
ed by her absence, and when at 8 o'clock 
ihe failed to return, he began a frantic 
search of the hospitals and police sta- 
tions. 
Detectives were detailed on the case, 


but It was until shortly before nightfall 
that Heller remembering that with his 
wife he had once stopped at the Met- 
ropole, decided to come to this side of 
the bay in a folorn hope of obtaining 
lome trace of the missing woman. Ar- 
Mved there he found her name in her 
kwn hand inscribed on the register and 
when repeated telephone calls brought no 
response he was the first to unlock his 
irlfe's room which was situated in the 
mnex. 
As the door swung open emitting a 


Itrong odor of escaping gas, and Heller 
gazed upon the 
dead woman's 
body 


which was laying full length on the bed, 
he seemed to realize instinctively what 
had occurred, and It was several seconds 
before he could pull himself together 
lufflclently to enter the room. Ill health 
Is the reason assigned for Mrs. Heller's 
act and in a note addressed to her father 
which was found on the bureau near 
her side, she says:' 
"My Dear Father: No one Is to blame 


for this. My health has not been good 
for the past two years, and the fear 
that I may become an Invalid decided 
me to end it all.

Oakland Chamber of Commerce and the 
Alameaa municipality were represented, 
with Congressman Knowland, Lieutenant 
Colonel Blddle, Supervisor W. F. Bridges 
and Asslstint District Attorney W. H. L. 
Hynes wero present. Colonel Biddle agreed 
to recommend that the bridges should be 
turned o^er to the county for operation 
after being put In thorough repair by the 
federal government. - 
The city of Alameda has agreed to fur- 
nish the electricity for the motive power 
required In operating the bridges. 


THE RESOLUTION.

for private parties occupying dining or 
^frill room.

Deceased was a native of Denmark and

This year the San 
Joaquin farmers are wise on Hatfield, so he can 
do no more business with them. But he has man-

Illegal the sale and manufacture of intoxicants. It 
does not appear, therefore, that the people of Ala- 
bama have decided to legalize the sale of liquor 
after a brief trial of prohibition. Senator John- 
ston says the defeat of the prohibition amendment 
merely shows that the people of Alabama are op- 
posed to voting police measures into the 'organic 
law of the State. Nevertheless the result is a 
backset to the prohibition movement in the South 
since it is evidence that a large majority of the 
citizens of Alabama are opposed to placing it be- 
yond the power of the Legislature to repeal the 
let forbidding the manufacture and sale of liquor. 
While the law remains in force for the present 
•ny succeeding Legislature can repeal it. To that 
extent the prohibitionists have suffered defeat, for 
they desired to have prohibition incorporated in 
the constitution expressly -to deprive the Legisla- 
ture of the power to again legalize the liquor 
traffic. 


The opposition to the proposition of the Park 


Commission to restrict fishing in Lake Merritt 
Park is certainly unwarranted. The unrestricted 
control of that water park must 'be placed* in the 
hands of the Park Commissioners, otherwise the 
opportunity for unlimited abuses would be af- 
forded. 
If the commission were deprived of the 


control of fishing privileges, the fish combine 
which has raised the prices of the salt water food 
fishes might extend its monopoly over the lake. 
That the lake will be good fishing grounds for 
flounder and bass goes without saying, and the 
Park Commission should have the exclusive con- 


i trol over it, so that the public can get the greatest 
benefit out of it and the possibility of its monopoly 
by the fish trust be averted.

State of Cotton industry is 


Attributed to Exchange 


Methods 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Both the pro- 


ducers of cotton and the dealers In that 
commodity are the victims of the system 
of trading in vogue on the cotton ex- 
changes of the country. 


This Is the burden of Parts 4 and 5 of 


the report of Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions Herbert Knox Smith on the conduct 
of such exchanges. The practice of deal- 
ing in futures, as It Is carried on at.pres- 
ent, 
is condemned, although the report 


Joes not condemn the existence of the 
exchange. 


•The brief discussion of general specu- 


lation in this report," says Mr. Smith, 
"recognizes the possibilities for good In- 
herent in a great central market lUu a 
cotton exchange, and the need that thla 
good be developed and evils eliminated by 
regulations In line with econotnic law. 
The report Is especially condemnatory 


of the dealings In futures, branding this 
form of speculation as pure gambling and 
highly injurious to legitimate trade. 
In 
quotations for "future" deliveries of cot- 
ton, 
the "market Is so uncertain and so 
many elements of chance enter into the 
transaction that all bids are made at a 
much lower figure than those offered for 
cotton actually In existence. 
MISLEADS THE PLANTER. 
The effect of these fictitious quotations, 
the report points out, tends to mislead the 
cotton planter as to the true value of his 
crop, honestly grown. 
In addition. It 
leads brokers to "play" both sides of the 
market to protect themselves against loss 
In such trades, with the result that the 
producer is forced to pay In the end, 
while the farmer loses likewise. 
The report, while recognizing that tne 
exchanges In yew Orleans and New Yorlt 
are necessary, does not mince .words In 
prove the New Tork Exchange. He says: 
ter declaring that the New Orleans meth- 
ods of conducting the transactions In cot- 
ton followed natural lines,' the 
report 
draws attention to the fact .that it has 
been proved that the abnormal depressions 
in the future price in New York "were 
almost wholly due to Improper artificial 
conditions now maintained by the New 
York Cotton Exchange. By maintaining 
them the New York Exchange is respon- 
sible for a very real Injury to the pro- 
ducer and merchant." 


REPROVES EXCHANGE. 
In closing the letter to President Taft 
which accompanied his report. Commis- 
sioner Smith again takes occasion to re- 
prove the New York Exchange He says 
"After the publication of the earlier 
parts of this report the New Orleans and 
Jew York Cotton Exchanges established 
special committees Instructed to consid- 
er the svstems/of their exchanges and to 
co-operate therein with the Commissioner 
of Corporations. 
C inferences have been 
held by the commissioner with both com- 
mittees On the part of New Orleans this 
corporation was very complete, resulting 
n certain Important Improvements in the 
rules of that exchange 
After more than 
a year's investigation the committee of 
the New York Exchange has not yet 
made any final report or taken any sub- 
stantial action." 
The commissioner touches on the actlv- 
tles of the various organizations of cot- 
ton growers, all formed with a view of 
controlling both price and production He 
>elieves. however, that so numerous are 
:he factors of supply and demand in do- 
:erminlng the price of cotton that It Is 
mpossible to arrive at any satisfactory 
conclusion * as to the extent of Influence 
exerted by such organization.

CAREER OF WALTER B. CtiPE 


Late President of the San Francisco Bar 


Association Succumbs to Long Illness 


at His Home 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6. — Walter 


Burton Cope, late president of the San 
Francisco Bar Association, 
and twice 
superior judge of Santa Barbara county, 
died at his home, 512 Union 
street, 
Saturday night, after an illness which 
had afflicted him for four months 
The 
fatal malady was a 
complication of 
spinal trouble and nervous prostration. 
In the death of Judge Cope, the Cali- 
fornia bar loses one of its. most brilliant 
exponents Although he was but 48 yoirs 
of age, Cope had taken an active part 
In State and city affairs for unore than 
a sccre of years. He was born In Sac- 
ramento in 1881 and received his aca- 
demic education at Brewer's Academy, 
San Mateo, and In the University of Cali- 
fornia. He entered the Hastings College 
of Law In 1SS'< and graduated in 1886. 
ENTERS POLITICS. 
Almost immediately after graduating in 
law he settled In Santa Barbara countv. 
There he achieved such wide popularity 
that he was elected district attorney on 
the 
Democratic ticket, although the 
county was ordinarily Republican by an 
overwhelming majority 
At tho time oT 
his election to thp district attorney's of- 
fice. Cope was practicing law in Santa 
Barbara with the late Judge 
Charles 
Fernald and J. J. Boyce. 
From the prosecutor's office Cope was 
quickly elevated by the voters to the 
superior bench, serving one term and 
being re-elected for a second In 1S99. 
He resigned a year later- to come to San 
Francisco and take up the active prac- 
tice of law. Here he became a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Morrison, Forester 
and Cope, which later became Morrison, 
Cope and Brobeck. 
BRILLIANT CAREER. 
In this city Judge Cope Immediately 
took a high rank among attorneys and 
for a number of years was president 
of the Bar Association 
At the time of

ALASKA PACKERS' IMPROVEMENTS. 
The Alaska Packing company 
has

of this property is, but you can Imagine 
what It would be worth If lined with 
factories, each with a slip or dock con- 
necting with the thirty-foot channel, and 
connected with spur tracks to the main 
transcontinental lines.
